Do wn To Business^ 


The central fact of Gen. Eisenhower's bid for 
the 
Republican presidential nomination 
now 
will become clearer every time he speaks. 
His' country men will learn that he and Sen. 
T aft are both devoted to the same principies. 
There is no shade of difference so far, nor is 
there likely to be any . 
Even the attem pt to make it appear that the 
two m en differ on foreign policy will be futile 
as the general describes his views. There is no 
substantial difference there, either. 
Taft has done such a thorough, conscientious 
job of guiding party policy that there simply is 
no room for a substantial difference of opinion 
between him and any one else seeking the Re- 
ipublican presidential nomination. 
Any one who tried to create a difference at 
this point in history * would be failing to repre­ 
sent the voters who are the potential supporters 
of the Republican candidate. 
That is why there are hard feelings between 
th ose ^ h o think Taft should have the nomina­ 
tion and those who have done the spadework 
for Eisenhower’s candidacy . The latter have 
tried to m ake it appear that differences existed, 
in order to discredit the m an w'ho has done the 
mqpt to keep alive a loy al opposition. 
The ultim ate purpose of the opposition was to 
give the American people an alternative when 
the party in power finally discredited itself. 
That has happened. 
Taft has earned the right to the Republican 
presidential nomination by virtue of past leader­ 
ship-leadership so strong that Eisenhower has 
no choice but to accept its term s in his own 
bid for the nomination. 


Ta king A Mile 


Motion Picture Herald. « leading trade paper 
In the movie industry , does not share movie 
czar Eric Johnston’s wishful thought that cen­ 
sorship has been banned by the recent U. S. 
Supreme Court rxling in “The M iracle” ease. 
This was the ruling which held unconstitu­ 
tional a section of a New York law that forbids 
issuance of 
a perm it to any fi.m declared 
"sacrilegious.” While members of the court 
seemed to be try ing to say that motion pic­ 
tures should be given the same guarantee of 
freedom under the Bill of Rights as the press, 
they did not actually say it. In the opinion 
of Motion Picture Herald, the court rulcsi clear­ 
ly on the grounds that a motiop picture is sacri­ 
legious. 
Johnston, on the other hand, thinks the Su­ 
prem e Court clearly affirmed “ that the screen 
is entitled to the free speech and free press 
guarantees of the Constitution” . Given an inch 
of support for what he thinks should be true, he 
has taken a mUe. 
Two other means of communication besides 
movies would like to have the protection of the 
press-free-speech guarantee—radio and televis­ 
ion. They should have it, if some way to re­ 
move them from the category of licensed en­ 
terprises can be found. But it ii doubtful if 
they or the movies can get it by judicial ruling. 
What all three need is an am endment to the 
Constitution giving them the same kind of spe­ 
cific guarantee given the press in the BUI of 
Rights—added to the Constitution l^efore any ­ 
one knew any thing about the new channels of 
communication which would be opened in the 
20th century .

Robert A. Taft and John Foster 
Duliek would agree on the foreign 
policy of the United States. 
Taft had been identified 
w i t h 
those who generally have 
b e e n 
antagonistic to the Rooscvelt-Tru- 
man-Acheson policies. Dulles is the 
author of the bipartisan foreign 
policy and actually has been an 
official of the State Department, : 
having’ carried the ball for the 
Japanese treaty to its goal. 


TAFT, IN his speech on foreign« 
policy , quoted Dulles as follows: 
"Mr. Dulles points in his arti­ 
cle in Life magazine that 
t h e 
whole European project, justifia­ 
ble as it is. only would make de­ 
fensible ‘500 of the 20,000 miles 
which is the length of the free 
world’s frontier with the 
Soviet 
world.’ He say s ‘that those who 
think only of Western Europe and 
of making it impregnable—without 
regard to the Near, Middle, and 
F ar East and Africa—are just as 
blind as those who think only of 
the United States and of making it 
im pregnable.’ ” 
Identify ing him jelf' with 
t h i s 
view, Taft takes the position that 
he and DOlles, adopting an A m eri-' 
can rather than an internationa­ 
list position, are broader in scope 
than Truman and Acheson, whom 
he calls “the new isolationists,” 
^ 
The question that both Taft and ' 
Dulles really raise is whether the , 
emphasis on Western Europe has 
not had the effect of isolating the 
United States diplomatically . 
Have we not abandoned strength i 
for dependents? Have we not risk­ 
ed being ringed in by enemies and 
weak^ nations? Have we not turn­ 
ed allies into neutral's? 


NEITHER TAFT nor Dulles ad­ 
vocates an abandonment of West­ 
ern Europe, but they both doubt 
whether our defenses can be limit­ 
ed to Western Europe. 
This does not involve Taft in a * 
criticism of Eisenhower, who did 
not compose our foreign policy , but I 
it does make a direct attack on ' 
the concept 
of national defense as ' 
conceived by Gen. George M ar­ 
shall and Dean Acheson. It really '* 
amounts to raising the qiielstion of 
how long can the United States af­ 
ford to keep certain countries of 
Europe as dependents while ignor­ 
ing countries that wish to be allied 
to us. Taft stated it this way : 
| 
'Would I withdraw from Eur- i 
ope?’ Certainly not. I believe we , 
should continue to arm those na­ 


tion# who. in good faith, are pre­ 
pared to use our arm# to protect 
themselves against Communist ag­ 
gression. I would leave our six di­ 
visions there until the Europeans 
have reached a position where they 
can defend themseKea. But obvi­ 
ously if 220 million people in Eur­ 
ope, 50 per cent more than o ur 
whole population, cannot 
defend 
themselves with our arm s, we can­ 
not do it.” 
Dulles stated the same idea in 
these words: 
"I have no quarrel with effort! 
to strengthen Western Europe. On 
the contrary , beginning in S e p- 
tember, 1941, I consistently have 
said that a strong, united Europe 
should be an essential peace ob­ 
jective. I do, however, say that any 
who believe that Europe can be 
made impregnable without regard 
to Asia are just as blind as those 
who believe that our 
American 
continent can be made impregnabla 
without regard to Europe. 
‘‘Today the frontier of freedom 
is nearly 20,000 miles, running from 
the North Cape in Europe to the 
shores of the Bering Sea in Asia. 
Of this total frontier the continen­ 
tal European sector is about 500 
miles. It is not possible to g a i n 
safety for Western Europe by try ­ 
ing to hold these 500 nrriles while 
leaving another 19,000 miles de­ 
fenseless.” 


NO MATTER who Is nominated 
by the Republican convention, these 
two speeches will be accepted by 
a large and important element in 
the Republican party as represent­ 
ing the party 's position in 
this 
field. 
Dulles, rather than any Republi­ 
can senator since the death of Sen. 
Vandenberg, has been one of the 
principal» guides of hi* party in 
foreign affairs. 
Even 
while 
VSndenberg 
was 
alive. Dulles play ed a leading role 
as his associate in policy -making. 
While Herbert Hoover has been 
translated into a philosopher, Dul­ 
les has been the craftsm an actual­ 
ly carry ing out Republican policy 
within the government. How much 
difference there was between Ach­ 
eson and Dulles, while the latter 
was in the State Department, we 
are only just coming to know. 
The acceptance of DuUes’ con­ 
cepts by Taft produces an unex­ 
pected element of strength within 
the party , particularly as Dulles’ 
following heretofore ha* not been 
associated with Taft.

Motion Picture Herald. » leading trade paper 
in the movie industry, does not share movie 
czar Eric Johnston * wishful thought that cen­ 
sorship ha* been banned by the recent U. S. 
Supreme Court ruling in “The Miracle” case. 
This was the ruling which held unconstitu­ 
tional a lection of a New York law that forbid* 
issuance of a permit to any fi.m declared 
''sacrilegious.” While members of the court 
teemed to be trying to say that motion pic­ 
ture* should be given the same guarantee of 
freedom under the Bill of Rights as the press. 
they did not actually say it. In the opinion 
of Motion Picture Herald, the court riled clear­ 
ly on the grounds that a motion picture is sacri­ 
legious.

Two other means of communication beside* 
movies would like to have the protection of the 
press-free-speech guarantee—radio and televis­ 
ion. They should have it. if some way to re­ 
move them from the category of licensed en­ 
terprises can be found. But it is doubtful if 
they or the movies can get it by judicial ruling 
What all three need is an amendment to the 
Constitution giving them the same kind of spe­ 
cific guarantee given the press in the Bill of 
Rights—added to the Constitution lieforc any­ 
one knew’ anything about the new channels of 
communication which would he opened in the 
20th century.

Taft has done such a thorough, conscientious 
job of guiding party policy that there simply is 
no room for a substantial difference of opinion 
between him and anyone else seeking the Re­ 
publican presidential nomination. 
Anyone who tried to create a difference at 
this point in history would be failing to repre­ 
sent the voters who are the potential supporters 
of the Republican candidate. 
That is why there are hard feelings between 
those^vho think Taft should have the nomina­ 
tion and those who have done the spadework 
for Eisenhower s candidacy. The latter have 
tried to make it appear that differences existed. 
in order to discredit the man who has done the 
mqpt to keep alive a loyal opposition. 
The ultimate purpose of the opposition was to 
give the American people an alternative when 
the party in powder finally discredited itself. 
That has happened. 
Taft has earned the right to the RepuolKan 
presidential nomination by virtue of past leader­ 
ship—leadership so strong that Eisenhower has 
no choice but to accept its terms in his own 
bid for the nomination. 


It was not expected that Sen. i 
Robert A. Taft and John Foster 
Dulles would agree on the foreign 
policy of the United States 
Taft had been identified w i t h 
those who generally have b e e n 
antagonistic to the Roosevelt-Tru- 
man-Acheson policies. Dulles is the 
author of the bipartisan foreign 
policy and actually has been an 
official of the State Department. 
having carried the ball for the 
Japanese treaty to its goal. 


TAFT, IN his speech on foreign* 
policy, quoted Dulles as follows: 
Mr Dulles points in his arti­ 
cle in Life magazine that 
t h e 
whole European project, justifia­ 
ble a* it is. only would make de­ 
fensible '500 of the 20 000 miles 
which is the length of the free 
world s frontier with the 
Soviet 
world.* He says ‘that those who 
think only of Western Europe and 
of making it impregnable—without 
regard to the Near, Middle, and 
Far East and Africa—are just as 
blind as those who think only of 
the United States and of making it 
impregnable.’ ” 
Identifying him self' with 
t h i s 
view, Taft takes the position that 
he and Dillies, adopting an Ameri­ 
can rather than an internationa­ 
list position, are broader in scope 
than Truman and Acheson. whom j 
he calls “the new isolationists ” 
The question that both Taft and 
Dulles really raise is whether the 
emphasis on Western Europe has 
not had the effect of isolating the 
United States diplomatically. 
Have we not abandoned strength 
for dependents? Have we not risk­ 
ed being ringed in by enemies and 
weak* nations? Have we not turn­ 
ed allies into neutrals? 


NEITHER TAFT nor Dulles ad­ 
vocates an abandonment of West­ 
ern Europe, but they both doubt 
whether our defenses can be limit­ 
ed to Western Europe 
This does not involve Taft in a 1 
criticism of Eisenhower, who did 
not compose our foreign policy, but 
it does make a direct attack on 
the concept of national defense as 
conceived by Gen. George Mar­ 
shall and Dean Acheson. It really 
amounts to raising the qudfction of 
how long can the United States af­ 
ford to keep certain countries of 
Europe as dependents while ignor­ 
ing countries that wish to be allied 
to us. Taft stated it this way: 
'Would I withdraw from Eur­ 
ope ?’ Certainly not. I believe we 
should continue to arm those na- I 


tion* who. in good faith, ara pre­ 
pared to usa our arms to protect 
themselves against Communist ag­ 
gression I would leave our six di­ 
visions there until the Europeans 
have reached a position where they 
can defend themselves. But obvi­ 
ously if 220 million people in Eur­ 
ope. 50 per cent more than o u r 
whole population, cannot 
defend 
themselves with our arms, we can­ 
not do i t ” 
Dulles stated the same idea in 
these words: 
“ I have no quarrel with efforts 
to strengthen Western Europe. On 
the contrary, beginning in S i p - 
lamber, IMI. I consistently have 
said that a strong, united Europe 
should be an essential peace otv 
jective. I do. however, say that any 
who believe that Europe can be 
made impregnable without regard 
to Asia are just as blind as those 
who believe that our 
American 
continent can be made impregnable 
without regard to Europe. 
Today the frontier of freedom 
is nearly 20,000 miles, running from 
the North Cape in Europe to the 
shores of the Bering Sea in Asia. 
Of this total frontier the continen­ 
tal European sector is about 500 
miles. It is not possible to g a I n 
safety for Western Europe by try­ 
ing to hold these 500 miles while 
leaving another 19.000 miles de­ 
fenseless.” 


NO MATTER who Is nominated 
by the Republican convention, these 
two speeches will be accepted by 
a large and important element in 
the Republican party as represent­ 
ing the party * position in 
this 
field 
Dulles, rather than any Republi­ 
can senator since the death of Sen. 
Vandenberg, has been one of the 
principal* guides of his party in 
foreign affairs. 
Even 
while 
Vandenberg 
was 
alive. Dulles played a leading role 
as his associate in policy-making. 
While Herbert Hoover has been 
translated into a philosopher. Dul­ 
les has been the craftsm an actual­ 
ly earn in g out Republican policy 
within the government. How much 
difference there was between Ach­ 
eson and Dulles, while the latter 
was in the State Department, we 
are only just coming to know*. 
The acceptance of Dulles* con­ 
cepts by Taft produces an unex­ 
pected element of strength within 
the party, particularly as Dulles* 
following heretofore has not been 
associated with Taft.

LONDON 
Britain has controls, but they 
are of a somewhat different char­ 
acter from those which exist in 
the United States. With respect to 
regulation of wages and prices, 
however, there are some similari­ 
ties. 
Thus, in Britain today the chan­ 
cellor of the exchequer, who cor­ 
responds to the secretary of the 
treasury in Washington, has the 
responsibility for dealing with the 
leaders of trade unions and indus­ 
trial companies on the subject of 
wages. 
Conferences have been held to 
urge the trade unions to be mod­ 
erate in their demands, though 
there is no way to restrain them 
except' by 
public sentiment. 
The chancellor. R. A. Butler, has 
not asked* for a complete wage 
freeze and has conceded that there 
might be some very m o d e r a t e 
adjustments, but he does speak out 
bluntly against the possibility of 
a 
wage-price 
inflationary- spiral 
that could cause great damage and 
suffering before it could be brought 
undfcr control. 


MANY OF the trade union lead­ 
er* themselves are convinced that 
icstraint is needed, but are afraid 
they will be repudiated 
by the 
rank and file unless wage increas­ 
es are granted. 
Probably the most important re­ 
straint that exists is the knowledge 
that, if the cost of production goe* 
up very high, Britain will be un­ 
able to compete in the export m ar­ 
kets of the world and that this, in 
turn, will make it impossible for 
Britons to buy the necessary food 
and the other articles so essential 
to their livelihood. 
The government, of course, can 
prevent prices from rising and al­ 
ready has warned that profits will 
have to be somewhat restricted. 
Butler says: 
“ If wages are pushed up iq this 
way fo offset price increases for 
which compensation already has 
been 
recieved. 
they 
themselves 
will 
give 
the 
most 
powerful 
impetus to rises in prices at the 
\erv time when we have a chance 
of getting stability.”

assure the unions that the govern­

He said: “We

AII this has a familiar ring to 
the American who has been ob­ 
serving the fight against inflation 
in the United States.

The death of John Dewey, the 
philosopher, at the advanced age 
of 92^ will leave practically no one 
unmoved by either regret or re­ 
joicing. 
That is true of all philosophers. 
They are rough-and-tumble fight­ 
ers in the battle of ideas and may 
be judged by the enemies they 
make as well as the friends they 
keep. 
Dr. Dewey stirred up the animal* 


as it always is when a new idea is 
applied to an old problem, by in­ 
ability to understand what Dewey 
was talking about. 
He was trying to say that ex­ 
perience is the best teacher; that 
since the aim of education is to 
equip human beings to live they 
should learn by living. 
Dewey estimated early in the 
century—accurately as it lurned 
in the field of instruction, in which 
out—that physical science was go- 
he led the revolt called progressive 
education. His “ new pedagogy” put 
millions of Americans at one an­ 
other s throats. The fight is still 
raging in some of the by-passed 
islands. 
Part of the trouble was caused.

Dewey could be sure that he had 
accomplished what he set out to 
accomplish. P u p i l s in modern 
schools do learn by doing, every 
facet of their education is calculat­ 
ed to equip them for life. no m at­ 
ter how inadequate some of the 
equipment still proves to be.
